NEW YORK. Aug. 13—An un­ 
named welder in a w ar plant to­ 
day owes the sight of at least 
one of his eye* to Samuel Berman, 
subway system engineer, inventor 
of a delicate instrum ent used to 
locate metal splinters imbedded 
in the flesh. 
* 
A small sliver of steel, about 
an eighth of an inch in length 
punctured 
the 
worker’s 
eyeball 
and finally was located by Ber­ 
man’s director which operates on 
the principal of 
reflected 
radio 
waves 
So deep had the splinter 
penetrated the eyeball, that the 
optic had to be removed and the 
foreign substance extracted from 
the rear. 
The piece of steel was actually 
pulled from the eye-ball 
by 
a 
powerful electro-magnet, but an 
incision was requited first at the 
proper spot to prevent injury to 
the delicate organ.

Uppermost in the thoughts of 
observers here is the question of 
what the Allied strategists are 
planning for carrying the war to 
German soil. 
To Plan Invasions 
It is felt here, th at while pre­ 
vious 
meetings 
have 
laid 
the 
groundwork for an invasion of 
Europe, the present conference will 
determine the actual avenue of ap­ 
proach. the numbers of troops to 
be thrown into the assault, and 
the am ounts of m aterial to be con­ 
centrated for the battle to come. 
In other words, the view here is 
th at this is the conference that 
will spell the end for Germany in 
the w ar—an eventuality th at some 
optim ists predict may be realized 
before the year’s end. 
But, while speculation centers on 
the European theatre of war, un­ 
doubtedly the Pacific situation will 
also receive close examination, and 
plans for the invasion routes to 
Tokyo will be given more partic­ 
ular attention. 
But even with these two all- 
importent m atters of war strategy 
to be discussed it is increasingly 
apparent th at problems of peace 
negotiations are also being sur­ 
veyed. drawing Britain and the 
United States still closer in their 
determ ination to uproot the basic 
causes of interm ittent European 
wars. 
* 
It us in this connection that the 
absence of Prem ier Joseph Stalin, 
or other high Russian officials, is 
most keenly noticed. In the realm 
of warfare, it is felt that Russia's 
job is plainly mapped out in Allied 
strategy plans — to continue her 
increasing pressure on the Third 
Reich's eastern front. 
For this reason it is believed 
that Stalin's presence is not vital 
to purely m ilitary discussions, ss 
the strategy decisions can easily 
be transm itted to him in Moscow. 
But. in W ashington and in Lon­ 
don, Stalin’s hints to take Russia 
on an independent course in the 
war and in the peace to follow— 
m ost openly evidenced by his re­ 
iterated demands for a full second 
front in Europe — have been the 
cause of deep anxiety in high 
places. 
If these differences between Rus­ 
sia on the one hand and Britain 
and the United States on the other 
do exist, it is certain th at they 
will come under microscopic exam ­ 
ination in the course of the pend­ 
ing talks. And should these dif­ 
ferences be resolved to the m utual 
satisfaction of all concerned, it is 
probable that the agreem ent will 
remain as another secret of the 
w ar—at least until peace has once 
more been established.

will follow this advice absolutely 
and not pay attention to any other 
talk, all your children and depend­ 
ents will be perfectly healthy and 
happy. 
Now it just so happens that in 
ths field of nutrition there ar* in­ 
dividual differences between men 
and women, women and woman, 
and women and men. Thia fellow 
may get along all right on the 
National Nutrition Council's daily 
allowance of protein, while th* 
ether fellow is m isersblt on it. 
And both would be eating perfect­ 
ly healthful diata for them if they 
could get what they want. 
Th# rigid demands made for the 
daily amount of vitamins to be 
eaten is based on no scientific data 
whatever. No scientist on earth 
knows what the minimum daily 
amount of vitamin C to keep you 
healthy is. It was recently pointed 
out that the symptoms of defi­ 
ciency of the vitamin, riboflavin, 
which have been discussed at such 
length probably do not exist at all 
or are due to many causes, not 
just riboflavin deficiency. So when 
you start out to follow a rigidly 
icientifically calculated diet which 
has worked all right for John Doe 
n the laboratory, it may not suit 
iou, Thomas Jefferson 
Adams 
fackson, at all. 


Fundamental Errors 
One of the fundamental srrors 
>f highly sciantific boards is that 
.he members a rt used to applying 


animal experiments directly to 
human conditions. They do no 
always fit. 
Th* experimenter* 
might know this because their 
common laboratory animals can­ 
not be used for the lame experi­ 
ments st all. The common labora­ 
tory animals ara the rat, th* 
guinea pig and the rabbit. 
The rat has always been a scav* 
, enger, eats everything, lives in 
I filth and with disease, and you can 
hardly infect him with anything 
in the way of a germ, but ha melt* 
and moult* and withers end get* 
scabby st any removal of vitamins 
from his diet. 
The guinea pig, on the contrary, 
j being for ages used to getting all 
its vitamins from a monotonous 
diet, is pretty resistant to vitamin 
deficiency experiment*, but curls 
up when any infection hit* him: 
so he is a good bacteriological ex­ 
perimental animal. The rabbit is 
sort of betwixt and between on 
both of these, but you can knock 
him for a loop on reproductive ex- 
I payment*. 


Result* of Laboratory Work 
The results of all th« laboratory 
work on these diverse animals is 
applied to man as if thara were 
no differences between them. If 
nothing else, there is a difference 
in size between man and these 
animals. The reverse would be if 
a laboratory had devoted itself to 
experiments on a wild boar, a 
bear and a mastodon and the ex­ 
perimenter* came rushing !n, bug­ 
eyed, to apply the result* to you 
and mc end our little girls and 
boys. 
They might not be analogous. 
The charting of the food require­ 
ments ss put out by th* National 
Nutrition Board are ell right, but 
don’t get discouraged if everybody 
in your family doesn’t follow 
them. Nature and instinct have

ON THE 15th day of the aec- 
ond month after leaving Egypt, 
the Israelite* came to the wilder- 
nets of Sin, which lay along the 
western border* of the peninsula, 
oppoaite Mt. Sinai. It waa largely 
sandy waste, with little pasturage 
for cattle. The people began to be 
hungry and remembering what 
abundant food they had been ac- 
cuatomed to in Egypt, and prob­ 
ably forgetting th* erueltle* they 
had suffered, they began to com­ 
plain bitterly. 
Moses went to the Lord with 
thia trouble, and He said He would 
rain bread from Heaven for them. 
They should gather just enough 
for each family for five days. and 
on the sixth day they should gath­ 
er enough for two days, aa they 
must do no work on the eeventh. 
In the evening great flocks of 
quail flew over so the people would 
have flesh at night and bread in 
th* morning. 
See how ungrateful the children 
of Israel were for the Lord* 
bounty, and how they tried to 
cheat. Some gathered only what 
was enough for their daily needs. 
ss they were told, but others gath­ 
ered more than they needed. They 
were punished, however, for what 
they eaved from one day to the 
next went wormy and became foul 
smelling so that it could not be 
eaten On the sixth day they gath­ 
ered enough for two day*, aa the 
Lord had said no manna should 
fall on th# seventh day. Tha man­ 
na saved for tha Sabbath did not 
go bad, but was good next day. 
Some disbelievers actually went 
out on th# Sabbath to gather 
manna, although they had been 
told there would be none, and the 
Lord was angry and aaid to 
Moses "How long refuse ye y* 
keep My commandment* and My 
taws?" 
Ate Manna 40 Years 
Moses took a pot and filled it 
with manna, at th# Lord’e com* 
mand, and laid it up "before th# 
Lord, to be kept for your genera­ 
tions ” The children of Israel ate 
manna for 40 year* “until they 
came to a land inhabited *• 


Rephidim, 
and 
pitched 
their 
tents, but there wa* no water 
there, wherefore they again scold­ 
ed Mosee and asked him why he 
had brought them out of Egypt to 
die of thirst in the wilderness. 
Calling on the Lord Moses was 
told to take his rod and the elders 
and "behold I win stand before 
thee there upon the rock in Horeb; 
and thou shalt smite the rock, and 
there shall come water out of It, 
that the people may drink." 
Moses did so and named the 
place Masaah and Meribah be­ 
cause of the unbelief of the chil­ 
dren of Israel, saying "I* the Lord 
among us or not?” 
Next they were attacked by the 
Amalekite*, who were their own 
kinsmen through Esau, Jacob’s 
brother, who apparently were jeal­ 
ous when they saw the land In­ 
vaded by these thousand* of 
Israelites. 
Moses told Joshua to choose 
men and go out and fight the 
Amalekite*, and he, Moses, would 
stand on top of a hill with his rod 
and watch. Aaron, his brothsr, 
went with him and Hur, who la 
said to have been Miriam s hus­ 
band. 
The fight was bitter, and when 
Moses held up his hand the Israel­ 
ites prevailed, but when his hand 
dropped Amalek won. 
Hands Grow Weary 
Moses’ hands were weary and he 
could not hold them up all the 
time, so Aaron and Hur sat him 
down on a atone, and knelt one 
on each tide of him and held up 
his hands. "And his hands were 
steady until the going down of 
the sun. 
"And Joshua discomfited Ama­ 
lek and his people with the edge 
of the sword. 
"And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this for a memorial In a 
book, and rehearse It in the ears 
of Joshua: for I will utterly put 
out of remembrance of Amalek 
from under heaven ” 
The extermination of the Ama­ 
lekite* took place after the time 
of Saul and David, by a party of 
Simeonites in the reign of Heae- 
kith. 
"And Moses built an altar and 
called the nam* of it Jehovahnis#L 
for he aaid. Because th# Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will 
have war with Amalek from gen­ 
eration to generation.*'
